The Swiss Neutrality. 

Rerlin, Juno 25.— The North Ger- 
man Gazette to-day prints a summary 
of the development of the Swiss neutral- 
ity which may bo regarded as a state- 
ment of the case of the German Gov- 
ernment in its contention with Switzer- 
land, This article says that Bince the. 
Vienna congrosH, which guaranteed the 
neutrality of Swiss territory, Switzer- 
land has altered her internal constitu- 
tion and infringed the stipulations of 
their congress. In 1M4S Prussia, Aus- 
tria und fiance jointly notified Switzer- 
land that they would refuse to fulfill 
the obligations assumed at the Vienna 
congress unless she censed to infringe 
tin conditions upon which these obliga- 
tions were bused. The neutrality 
clauses incorporated in tho Vienna 
treaty were not Intended to merely 
establish the rights of Switzerland, 
they impose duties on her as well. 
Nor are the international obligations of 
Switzerland restricted to auoh us are de- 
tined ill these clauses. The interstate 
law is very clear. The state should not 
tolerate acts within her own territory 
directed against tllo well being of other 
states and this principle should apply 
with especial force in case of a country 
whose neutrality, inviolability and in- 
tegrity are guaranteed. If such a coun- 
try with her borders tolerates or pro- 
motes hostile acts directed against 
neighboring states, she infringes the 
privileges conceded hor. Tho breach is 
all the more iiagrunt when a ([state be- 
come* a party to efforts against, the. 
safety of a neighbor from warding oft' 
hostile intrigues.

BERLIN*, June 25. — It having been 
stated that there were no German offi- 
cials at tho railway station to moot the 
Czarewilch of Russia when he stopped 
here last night eu route to Stuttgart, a 
prompt denial of the statement is made 
by the authorities, who assert that the 
heir to the Russian throne was greeted 
by Generals Von Pope und Mesche on 
behalf of the German government.

Bkrxin, Juno 25.-— Tlio Emperor and 
Empress and King of Saxony arrived 
here to-day. The Emperor and Em- 
press were received by the people with 
great enthusiasm. The streets were 
crowded and the buildings handsomely 
decorated.

l'ABIS, June 25. — Tho government 
has lodged an appeal to have tho judg- 
ment of the court at Auguelems sot 
aside, on the ground that the sentences 
imposed on M. M. Loquerre and Derou- 
lede were not sufficiently severe.

We are ghul to learn that work 1ms 
been commenced on the Johnson street 
sower at last. We trust that the work 
ut drainage now commenced will be con- 
tinued until it is finished and that it 
will go on with reasonable rapidity. 
There have been too much hesitation 
and delay already. The contractor, it 
is said, bus been instructed to work ac- 
cording u> the dickering plan, nut a 
very material alteration is contemplated. 
'I'be level is to be raised some live feet. 
This may be found to be » very gre;it 
bluutlcr. The Johnson street sewer is 
nil important part of the general system 
of sewers for the whole city. It should 
he made to fit in to that system. The 
Pickering plan una been made so as to 
drain the lowest parts of the city as 
well us the highest. It is precisely 
those lowest parts that need draining 
most. If the level is raised mater- 
ially the low-lying districts will be left 
undratned and the work will not be half 
done. The Hoard of Aldermen should 
not, fui the Mike of saving a few thous- 
and dollars, so tamper with the system 
us to ' kc it defective. Let us litivc 
tho t it !n ■roughly drained, The expense 
will not he much greater and when the 
work is Hone it will be well done, and 
none of it will have to be done over 
again, The whole work, we hear, can 
be done within Mr. Pickering's original 
estimate. The city was willing lo goon 
with the work if it would cost some- 
what less than halt a million dollars, 
and it is not likely that the ratepayers 
have changed their minds. If the 
Board of Aldermen can get every square 
yard within the city's limits effectually 
drained for n sum less than that esti- 
mated by Mr. Pickering, they would, 
we think, be very foolish to alter the 
system so as to leave any part of the 
city below the Pickering level. It 
should not fur a moment be forgot tci. 
thut the sewers are not mere temporary 
works. They are intended to lust fo; 
generations, and they should he con 
struct id with a view to the future u. 
well as to the present needs of the city. 
Raising the level means leaving soim 
|Kirt of the city undrained, which unde;

FRUIT AS FOOD. 

British Columbia is favored in being i 
splendid fruit-growing country, it muv 
bo dilll. Milt lor its fruit raisers to ye. 
a market for their surplus products, bu 
if none at nil could he sold abroad 
it is a very great advantage to In 
able tu glow enough for home con 
sumption. Man is a fruit-eating animal 
and the more he consumes of well rip 
eued fruits of ail kinds that can I. 
grown in the country where he reside 
the better for him. Fruit should h 
grown in this province so as to be a, 
ordinary article of food, not as a luxury 
It should he so plentiful ami so qheui 
that every one, man, woman and child, 
should have all that he or she care.- 
about eating, Fruit is the mostwhoh- 
»ome article of food that u child can cat 
and it is ut the same time the food thai 
is most enjoyed, If children get ... 
much fruit as they need* and ius often a. 
they want it, there is very little fear o. 
them eating more than is good foi 
them. It is only when they gi i 
il seldom that there is any 
danger of their hm ting themselves. I, 

is the same with grown-up people. Von 

few indeed need he afraid to indulgi 
freely in ripe fruit in its natural state. 
It is. iu fact, the best thing that thej 
can eat. It comes too at the time ut 
year when animal food is not required. 
Heavy meals of meat and rich soups an 
too much for most constitutions in the 
summertime. People after eating such 
meals an- not in good condition either to 
work or to play. They feel heavy and 
stupid, rtnd often the overloaded 
and 1 dly loaded system refuse- 
to do i ■ IVOll well, and medicine is re- 
quired" to set it light again. Rut fruit 
comes just ut flu fcimO when flesh is not 
required as food, and those who eat ru 
ough of it. keep thomsc 
ami pan perform their 



therefore to pay great attention to the 
culture of fruit, if it were only for 
their own use. There is nothing in the 
world to hinder their having 
abundance of it, and that too of the 
very best kinds suited to tho climate. 
Fruit is too dear in Victoria. If more 
of it were raised, more money could he 
made by selling it at a cheaper rate. 
And if the people consumed as much of 
it us their health and that of their chil- 
dren requires there would be a ready sale 
for much larger quantities than are now- 
used. In this matter British Colum- 
bians ought to live up to their privileges 
and their opportunities. 

,1 LOSING GA USE. 

Prohibition has lately met with some 
very severe reverses in the United 
States. The prohibitionists of Pennsyl- 
vania, not satisfied with what had been 
gained by the establishment of the high 
license system, which was working very 
well, were determined to have a pro- 
hibitive amendment added to the cou- 
.titution of the state. They wanted to 
have the constitution so changed that 
it would be out of the power of even the 
legislature lo enact laws permitting the 
-ile or manufacture of intoxicating 
drinks. They believed that public opin- 
ion in the State was ripe for 
i he radical change, ltut. they were 
grievously disappointed. The election 
came oil' a few days ago. The contest 
wus a hot one. The prohibitionists did 
iheirbest to gain their point, and the 
uuti-prohibitionists left no stone un- 
turned to defeat their efforts. When 
i be votes were counted it was found 
that the prohibitionists were defeated 
by a majority ot 1 S5, 1 7;;. This was 
100,000 more than even the anti- 
prohibitionists expeoted. It will be 
seen from this that in the United .States 
.is well us in Canada the great majority 
of the people do not favor prohibition, 
["heir principal objection to it is that it 
cannot be enforced. They see in States 
where iin.liti.it em is nominally in opera- 
tion the law is openly violated. In 
sonic places not even the pretence of 
concealment is made. 

In Rhode Island the defeat of prohi- 
bition wns, if possible, more signal than 
in Pennsylvania. In that state a pro- 
hibition amendment hud been passed. 
We see by Mr. lies' excellent and most 
useful little book that '•Rhode Island 
was tho fourth and last to adopt prohi- 
bitum, making it constitutional in 1 SSt >. '" 
So unpopular did the operation of the 
amendment to the constitution become 
that the legislature was prevailed upon 
to vote its resubmission to the people. 
I'he elect ion took place on f.he 20th inst,, 
and the prohibitionists were beaten, 
horse, foot ami artillery. The elec- 
tion was a very uncommon one, To re- 
peal a constitutions 1 amendment re- 
.[uires a majority of three-fifths of the 
votes polled. So the anti-prohibition 
ists had great odds to contend against, 
Rut they worked hard and obtained not 
inly the three-fifths majority required 
by the law, hut 5,451 votes more. This 
result, it must not be forgotten, was ol 
tabled after the State had had three 
years' trial of prohibition as strict as 
aw could make it, for the constitutional 
uueiidment put i. c.t of the power ol 
-.■veil the legislature to enact laws favor 
ible to the makers and the sellers ol 
itrong drink. It is said that money 
was freely used by the liquor party, 
that it was well organized and that il 
worked hard, while the prohibitionist 
were demoralized from the start. Thoi 
irganizalion was bud and their worker 
lost heart early in the day. The tele 
gram conveying the news to the Sun 
Francisco papers stated that they knev 
that they were beaten at 10 o'clock in 
t he morning.

He und ti 
Frenchman had come some distance 
down the coast with a companion who 
was dissatisfied with his work, and 
started back while a north-west wind 
was blowing. They had crossed over to 
N'awitti bar. and reached the river 
about a mile from their camp. The 
boat capsized and the mere, .at and 
heavy boots worn by Coon kept him 
down, and bis body up to the time of 
writing had not been recovered. His 
companion is safe at N'awitti awaiting 
some one to bring him to Cleeksewny. 

The drowned man was an old pioneer nl 
i lie province, and in IS7S accompanied 
Mr. Jos. Hunter, C.R., during his ex- 
ploratory trip of Vancouver Island on 
behalf of the Dominion government. 
Strange to say t he party were nearly 
being drowned at the very same place 
during that trip. Mr. Coon afterwards 
leased Gavin Hamilton's mill at the 150 
Mile House, Cariboo road, which be op- 
erated until it was burned several years 
ago. Ffe then interested himself in 
saving the gold from the black sand de- 
posits at Xawitta.but with poor success. 
Ho was in Victoria about a month ago, 
but returned to Xawitta, whore he met 
his death by drowning. 

The deceased was a German by birth, 
about 60 years of age, and was highly 
esteemed' by all who knew him. He
